Astronomers 
Hear ÂdiÀifess 
On Calendar 

Miss Âchelis 
Proposes 
New Reforms 



Miss Aclielis, President of tlic 
World Calendar Association of 
New York, last night addressed 
the Montreal Astronomical So- 
ciety on the subject of a New 
World Calendar. This calendar 
consists of quarterly divisions of 
three months each, the months con- 
sisting of thirty-one, thirty, and 
thirty days respectively. A sys- 
tem such as this allows a total of 
thirteen weeks exactly for every 
quarter, and; each quarter therefore 
begins on a Sunday and, ends on a 
Saturday. Thus the correlation of 
the various lime-units is possible, 
and this "is the basic structure of 
the newly well-planned divisible 
364-day year." 

To complet the. year, however, 
the necessary 365th day is placed 
on an extra Saturday, after Satur- 
day, December 30. It is called the 
Year-End Day or New Year's Eve 
and is the new World Holiday", 
continued Miss Achells, "and Leap- 
year day, the old February 29, be- 
comes another world holiday, plac- 
ed on another extra Saturday— the 
Leap-Ycar Day, June W." 

The benefits of these new world 
holidays for the promotion of peace 
in the world were also forwarded 
by Miss Achclis. and the slabiUty 
of the calendar will make Indus- 
trial annual comparisons, school at- 
tendances, and estimates for bus^ 
ness, for example at Christmas, 
much simpler and more compre- 
henable. 

Opposition to the calandar comes 
from religious organizations who 
object to the eight-day week at the 
end of the year. This objection Is 
overruled by the acceptance of the 
calendar by the Vatican, the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, the Metho-

Dr. H. Hoff 
Demonstrates 
Hypertension 

Society Holds 
Annual Social 
On Mount-Royal 

• % 

''Hypertehsion is of interest 
to both doctor and physiologist, 
pre-mcdica! student and John 
Public," said Dr. H. E. Hoff in 
an address to the Fre-Medical 
Society yesterday afternoon. 

Beginning his lecture with a 
brief discussion on the mechanics 
of blood-pressure. Dr. Hoff then 
traced the history of blood-pres- 
sure and its measurement from the 
time of William Harvey. Stephen 
Hales first measured pressure by 
attaching a brass pipe between 
the femoral artery of a horse, and a 
nine foot glass tube. He then mea- 
sured the height to which the blood 
rose and the subsequent alterations 
In height which occurred due to 
the pulsations of the heart. Thus 
was the first measurement of blood- 
pressure taken. Dr. Hoff then 
passed around an original copy of 
the first scientific copy describing 
Hales' experiments. It was not un- 
til another hundred years had pass- 
ed that a significant advance was 
made in blood-pressure measure- 
ments with the introduction of the 
mercury manomentcr. 

Declaring that actual blood- 
pressure measurements in man, as 
we know them' today, began only 
at the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. Dr. Hoff told how Harvey 
Cushing, 3^ prominent Harvard spe- 
cialist, was mainly responsible for 
the introduction of blood-pressure 
measurements to" the American 
Continent. 

Dr. Hoff concluded his address 
with demonstrations showing the 
most modern methods 'of measuring

Red Cross Concert Personalities 



Successor to Red and White 
Looks Back on Stormy Past 



In March, 1040, the famous 
Red and White Revue had its 
last glorious fling. Innervated 
by the energetic and imagina- 
tive Pat Little .(since listed as 
missing In action), It was an ex- 
travagant show with a decor- 
ative If erratic chorus and a 
collection of excellent original 
songs nicely arranged by Bill 
Stevens. Rusty Davis and his 
orchestra supplied the musical 
background, and Producer Lit- 
tle and his cohorU' cavorted 
merrily through two acta - of 
corn and artistry. 

By the fall of 1940, Pat Little 
and virtually all his staff had 
enlisted and left the campus, 
and the long dynasty of Red 
and While Revue administra- 
tions camé suddenly to an end. 
There was little apparent ini- 
tiative to reconstitute the execu- 
tive committee, and until the 
new year not even »n attempt at 
action appeared. Late In Janu- 
ary, 1941, Joey Young conceived 
the idea of a variety show on 
behalf of the then McGlll Re- 
serve Training Battalion, and 
by notices in The Daily col- 
lected a group of ambitious 
zealots including Bob Pearman, 
Roy Wolvin, Vic Goldbloom, and 
Jerry Wishart and Charley Per- 
rault. • 

With the sanction of Major 
Field, Officer Commanding the 
M.R.T3., the group proceeded 



to write and collect material 
and to Investigate production 
possibilities. Difficulties mount- 
ed as time slipped by; but the 
group persisted, and amssed 
enough original skita and songs 
for a complete variety show. 
Vic Goldbloom assumed the dir- 
ection, and held casting in the 
Union early in February; among 
those who turned out were 
vocalists Bunny Harris and 
Phyllis Brown, and the show 
had a nucleus of a performing 
cast. Rehearsals and organiza- 
tion raced for time against ap- 
proaching exams, and lost; and 
so the first brave attempt failed. 

In the fall of 1941, with the 
idea still simmering In their 
minds, the determined apostles 
were spurred to action ' by 
Charles Lazarus, new to McGIll 
but previously associated with 
the 'Gcorglantics" of Sir George 
Williams College. The commit- 
tee had dwindled to five, but 
the material . and performers 
were available it the produc- 
tion could have been achieved. 
With a full show in preparation, 
the committee called a meeting 
of all those who had served in 
the 1040 Revue and might have 
been interested in a revivaL .In 
the presence of . Pat Utile, home 
on leave at the time, and Glenn 
Cowan, then President of the 
Students' Society, the meeting 
was unwilling to support the

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Student Responsè 

Last Friday an editorial explaining 
the functions of the Post-War Committee 
of the Students' Executive War Council 
was run in this column. After attempting 
to explain the difficulties besettimg the 
Committee, v:e requested suggestions from 
the student body on a possible course of 
action in approaching a study of the post* 
war problem. The only response has been 
a letter which is printed in the Letter 
Forum column. It is a semi-jocular at- 
tempt, which, if it can be taken as an in- 
dication of student opinion, is tragic. 

We can draw only one conclusion from 
the apparent inertia of the students. They 
are not concèmed with the condition of 
Canada after the war. If this is indeed the 
case, the future can hold little hope for any 
of the present generation; for these men 
are the ones who will determine the 
economic, social, and national policies of 
the future. They are being trained now as 
leaders, and although the government has 
recognized their importance to the future 
of Canada, the embryonic leaders seem to 
consider their duties very lightly. Such a 
condition indicates trouble in the near fu- 
ture, for students who are disinterested in 
the public welfare do not become public- 
spirited citizens. 

There are some who will take exception 
to these remarks, and we admit that there 
are exceptions who fall far short of proving 
the rule. Thefe persons, although motivat- 
ed by the best of intentions, devote their 
time to intense political diBcussion. Some 
arc wèll-informed on the subject, and their 
arguments carry weight and are construc- 
tive. The majority,* however, after making 
a cursory examination of Canadian politi- 
cal questions, consider themselves atithori- 
ties and lose no ojpportunity of letting 
other persons know about it. Besides be- 
ing a contradiction of the fundamental 
principlèa of acièntific study, this is a 
waste of effort. Their energies could be put 
to better use in an attempt to educate the 
student body, themselves included, in the 
subject of post-war problems. This is the 
proposal of the War Council, but unless 
the students show sufficient interest to 
support their plans, the whole matter will 
have to be dropped. 

We, must remember that the War 
Council is composed of studenta; they re- 
ceive no salary for thèir labors, and for 
that matter, very little appreciation. In 
-addition to running a War Charities 
Drive, and registration of students for war 
work and as Red Cross blood donors, they 
have attempted; to tackle the post-war 
problem. This last is, in itself, an Hercu- 
lean task, and they are placing their stu- 
dies in jeopardy by. persisting in it. They 
realize, however, that the student body is 
virtually uriinformèd on the subject, and 
they wish to make -up for this deficieficy 
by having speakers to addrèss the students 
or to. lèad discussion groups. That their 
efforta are received by silence is tragic, 
but when thèy are the ohject of ridiciilc, 
it is tijtiô for the Council to eithèr give up 
a hopeless fight, or carry bn on its own in 
the hope that their efforts will be nccepta- 
J)lo to the inarticulate student body.

Escape from Freedom: 

For anyone who wishes to start oil the 
year 1844 by taking a really potent intel- 
lectual stimulant. I should recommend in 
the highest terms a book which has been 
burled In the Book Club for the last three 
years, and consequently has not received 
nearly the attention it deserves on the 
campus at large, "niia is , Erich Fromm's 
"Escape from Freedom" (Farrer and Rhine- 
hart Inc. N.Y. 1841.) It would be futile 
for me to attempt to resume the whole con- 
tents of the book in this column; for it is a 
work so fertile with significance In its every 
line that one would miss the whole point 
if one cut It down to a bare outline. AU 
that I can hope' to do la stimulate interest 
sufficiently to induce people to go to the 
book Itself and satisfy themselves that It is 
eminently worth while reading. 

The general purpose of the book is to 
determine the meaning of "freedom" to the 
modem man— that is, tinUy, . what it does 
mean, and secondly, what it should mean. 
In the Introduction (Freedom— a Psycho- 
logical Problem?) Fromm establishes a 
method which he discusses more fully in 
the Appendix (Character and the Social 
Process), that is, the method of social psy- 
chology—the determining of the creative 
relationship between socioeconomic, ideo- 
logical, and psychological factors, leading to 
historical evolution. This method is ob- 
viously eclectic in the extreme, yet It is 
handled with perfect control by Fromm. 
whose breadth of interrelated knowledge in 
his field, intellectual scope, and capacity 
for creative deductive interpretation make 
this reviewer at least feel sadly ignorant 
and stupid by comparison. 

Beginning with the statement of a few 
basic questions (slich as— why does the 
whole spirit and emphasis of interest of a 
soclefy change from period to period) and 
with the presentation of a few essential 
principles, such as the part played by the 
work process in the formation of personal- 
ity, Fromm goes on to apply his principles 
to a historical analysis — the meaning of 
"freedom" during the Reformation. Taking 
the emergence from feudalism as his start- 
ing-point, he points out that though that 
emergence freed man from oppression, it 
also made him lose the sense of security, 
of "belonging", which the rigid structure of 
feudalism imparted. Thus we have the 
rootless cynicism of the secular Renais- 
sance; man having been thrown upon his 
own resources becomes painfully aware of 
his utter insignificance, meaninglessness, 
and powerlessncss, when exbtlng as an in- 
dividual Isolated in the universe, without 
moral obligation completely responsible for 
himself. This hopeless aspect of individual

It isn't only the old grey mare that has 
changed, everything seems to be changing 
nowadays. Instead of the horse and buggy we 
have thè aeroplane; instead of the village 
fësttval, the movies; aiid instead of one system 
of morality we hâve a different one proclaimed 
from every slde^besides which morality is 
supposed to be bosèd on economic, social or 
biological conditionings. So it is no wonder 
that Christianity seems at the best a creed no 
better than any other, and that the church 
appears very much as an ' institution with 
vested Interests whieh Is desperately trying to 
satisfy the people's need with the phraseology 
of a hundred years ago. 

As the world breaks up around us, we grow 
less and less sure how we should live.. We 
have discarded our tradtions, and we resemble 
à fanatical nudist who has torn up all his 
clothes in protest against society, and who now 
finds that he won't survive the winter with- 
out clothes. But he doesn't know how to make 
them. 

But how can Christ help us in this dilemma? 
Is not Christianity one ot the foremost of the 
traditional ways of life against which men 
have been rebelling for the last thirty yean 
or so? 

• We too often reed the gospels to find out 
what Jesus said, not to discover what kind of 
a person He was. And many ot His sayings 
necessarily seem strange to us, because the 
world has changed a great deal In the Iqst 2,000 
years, while the manner - of His living Is 
eternally true. But when we read the story of 
the life of Jesus as we would read the 
biography of any great man, when we try to 
become acquainted with Him as a person, we 
discover that here is a man who broke with 
all traditional morality for the sake of living 
His own life In its highest sense, "doing the 
wfU ot God*' as Hé called li His Is the gretteot 
example in history of a man who lived In 
harmony with himself. 

And not only did He live a life of inward 
peace and unity, but He taught the m6n and 
women around Him hew to live that way. He 
taught them, and He can teach us, how to 
unite all the puzzling and contradictory urges

THE MYTH OF FREE ENTERPRI8E£^ 
^Vhat is this "glorious, wonderful, marvelous 
Free Enterprise— the Enterprise that pays!"— 
This enterprise that our business men are striv- 
ing so relentlessly to sell to the Canadian 
people? Theoretically, the doctrine of the 
"laissez-faire" economists of the last century, 
supposes that leaving each individual to his 
own devices in a system relatively free from 
government restraint would result in a strongly 
competitive society in which economic liberty 
would stimulate efficiency, distribute capital 
and resources to the most profitable uses, and 
thus encourage the production of maximum real 
income of goods and services. They further 
contended that the "natural economic laws" of 
supply and demand, diminishing returns, tree 
competition and the open market would operate 
to keep manufacturers from exploiting consum* 
ers, or workers from asking more than their 
fair share. However, even these economists 
were aware of the limits of its practical appli- 
cation—for economic individualism was ^ased 
on simple competition, which has never exist- 
ed in any country. At the height ot individual- 
istic reliance on "economic law" it was found 
necessary to supplement unsatisfactory opera- 
tion of economic forces by deliberate legislative 
control of Industry set forth in Child Labor 
Acts, Factory Acts etc. 

Jn the period after the beginning of the 
Industrial Revolution private enterprise was 
developing and an approximation to a competi- 
tive system prevailed. "Capitalism proceeded to 
kill the open market and freo competition, its 
own life-giving principles." A .universal trend 
towards monopoly capitalism began in the lat- 
ter part of the 19th century and proceeded at 
a rapid pace at the beginning of the 20th cen- 
tury. The scale of operation in industry has 
increased to a point where single firms or 
groups ot firms dominate whole markets, and 
where it has become more efficient to combine 
several businesses and . subsidiaries together 
under single management. "Tlie little men are 
being driven out by powerful concerns and a 
continuous process of capturing and cornering 
markets is going on.' Mergers, cartels, trusts and 
price-fixing agreements have appeared on all 
sides. Monopoly control has been simplified 
through the device ot the corporation where 
control can be exercised by owning 51%, and 
often much less, of the corporation. One of the 
most flagrant examples ot this type of control 
is that ot the Van Sveringen brothers in tho 
United State&-$1.00 capital at tho top of a 
"company of companies (holding shares in other 
companies) consols $1,700.00 in operating 
plants, 

In a message to Congress, April 29, 1938, 
President Roosevelt declared: "Private enter 
prise is ceasing to be free enterprise and is bC' 
coming a cluster ot private coUectivisms; mask 
ing itself as a system.of freo enterprise after 
.the American model, it is in fact becoming a 
concealed cartel system after the European 
model." 

In Canada the situation is very similar. The 
evidence accumulated by the Royal Commis 
sion on Price Spreads in 1834 proves, without 
a doubt; that the major economic activities In 
Canada, and the goods and services on which 
we depend are dominated by small, irrespon- 
sible groups of individuals whose chief purpose 
is to secure profits for, and expand the power 
ot the corporations they serve. The Commission 
further stated "that, this power is all the, more 
dangerous "iiecause it is impersonal and can be 
wielded in such a way that competition within 
industry is blocked— The welfare of the worker 
disregarded, and the interests 'ot the Investor 
.neglected." 

■ T%e list ot Canadian industries is almost 
entirely a list of the names of a few^great , cor- 
porations. In metals we have InternaUcinal 
Nickel— a world monopoly; in iron and steel 
two dominant companies arc rapidly being 
merged Into a combine. In agricultural imple- 
ments two great companies get the bulk ot the 
selling: in automobiles three companies did 
90% of the business in 1834; In chemicals, one 
firm dominates and, through interlocking dlrec 
torates, the few existing firms are practically 
one. In flour milling, five mills have 73% of 
business and four of them control bakery chains 
which sell 80% of the bread in their district. 
In meat , packing, Canada Packers does 60% of 
the business; in tobacco. Imperial Tobacco Com< 
pany has almost an absolute monopoly; in the 
canning industry, Canadian Canning Co. sees 
two-thirds of the entire output; in gasoline, Im- 
perial Oil rules with one follower; in aluminum, 
there is one giant company— ad infinitum. Con 
centratlon on the industrial side goes hand in 
hand with an even; tighter control of Canadian 
finance by the ; handful ot men who rule five 
banks and the associated trust and insurance 
companies. 

Although there are thousands of corpora 
tions In Canada, only a handful ot corporations 
do the bulk ot the business.. In 1834, 35 com- 
panies ot 11,000 companies which were assessed 
tanUon, madè 50% ot the total profits; further, 
349 companies, or between 3% to 4% of the 
-total, made 75% of the profits. 

A further breakdown shows that less than 
1% of individuals who were taxable earned 
more than one-eighth of the taxed Income 
These figures supplied by the government's own 
statistics tell the damning story. Where is this

On Sunday - evening, November 
28th, the Inter-unlversity telegra- 
phic chess match between McGill 
and the University of New Bruns- 
wick was adjoiurned after about 6H 
hours of play, and the final posi- 
tions were sent to Mr. Malcolm Sim, 
of Toronto, for adjudication.

On the second board, John 
Hough (U.N.B.) and Jim Atkinson 
were held to have drawn; the final 
position was a roq|c endgame with 
an approximately equal position, 
and numerical equality. 



The contest was made possible 
largely through the efforts of the 
Director of the match, Mr. D. A. 
MacAdam, a regional director of 
the Canadian Chess Federation in 
New Brunswick, who devoted con- 
siderable time and effort to the or- 
ganizational work involved. The 
officials at the McGlU end were Mr. 
Alexis Cartier, Associate Director; 
Prof. W. L. G. Williams, Referee; 
and Mr. S. B. Wilson, Timekeeper, 

On the occasion of the match the 
McGill players, officials, and spec 
tators gathered in the Gymnasium, 
whilst the U.N.B. group gathered In 
the Forrestry Buildbig. At both 
ends of the wire, there were "dum 
my" players representing the hid 
den opponents at the other end of 
the wire.

by which we are driven hither and thither, into 
fine whole personality. 

It would be ridiculous to try to touch on 
«11 He taught in a short eway. There is just 
one point which I would like to stress. The 
core o{ Jesus' teaching docs not consist in 
moral injunctions, these are only means to- 
wards the achievement of the good life. The 
core of His teaching is the . unshakable belief 
Jn the worth of , each' human being, in the 
ability of each one of us to live the "blessed 
life," or the full living of our own life, os we 
would call it nowadays. 

And the means of living this life? He 
showed us the way by His life: an unques- 
tioning dedication to the will of God. to those 
mysterious forces which ^ guide the life of a 
child and which guide ours if we let them. 
And since Jesus achieved this more perfectly 
than anyone else we know of, He can teach 
us, through what is recorded In the gospels of 
His life and teaching. And indeed we find that, 
as we grow, more and more of His experiences 
become real to us, because they correspond to 
experiences through which we also pass. 

U we can live our life as He lived His, we 
will find a wholesome. Integrated life, which 
is a modern way of saying we will be saved. 
Otherwise we will remain in hell, which is un- 
fortunately not in tbe after life, but all around 
and within us, a. fact which should be obvious 
to anyone whoiireadsitheiiMwspapers.

materialism Is counteracted by the Reform* 
ation, whose masochistic religion and mor- 
' ality is at least partly an expression of the 
frenzied need for a master, to remove the 
burden of individuality from maa'a shoul- 
ders. And, Fromm points out, (here as at 
many other important points), the new 
emphasis in the character structure forged 
during the Reformation, such as the Insist- 
ence on work, activity, etc., becomes a 
potent factor in shaping further socio- 
economic development. 

From this Juncture onward — the Re- 
formation—the basic contradiction between 
tbe two meanings of freedom for modern 
man— "freedom from" and "freedom to"— 
has been developing steadily— man becomes 
more independent and critical, and at the 
same time more Isolated and afraid. Fromm 
gives in thorough detail the reasons why 
monopoly capitalism and modern society 
have accentuated unbearably this sensation 
of aloneness. And follo\sIng this economic 
analysis, he launches into a fascinating 
psychoanalytical study of escape mcchan- 
i.sms— authoritarianism, destructiveness, and 
automaton conformism — as a background 
for the masterly chapter on "the Psychol- 
ogy of Nazism", which follows. 

Here wc see the socio-psychological pic- 
ture of the German lower middle class, and 
its typical "authoritarian" character, built 
Up through generations of response and 
adaptation to its economic position— a char- 
acter based on the worst aspects of Puritan- 
ism. With the Inflation and the postwar 
social turmoil in Germany, the principles 
as well as the position of this intermediate 
class were shaken to the roots; and the 
resultant liberation of the vitriolic author- 
itarian principle from its aUble position 
was put£t^«tc»ne^ monopolist 



elements, which fed these people, on the 
one hand superiority psychology, and on 
the other masochistic self-abasement to a 
political structure which would allegedly 
give meaning and order, to their individual 
life— the "longed-for hierarchy of submis- 
sion". 

Fromm, however, does not believe that 
Nazism would last' for long— for it only 
serves to accenuate once' more the basic 

dichotomy between authoritarian domina- 
tion and the true Inner Integrity which man 
is forced to sacrifice. Nazism leaves un- 
changed the conditions that necessitate the 
neurotic solution. 

In "Freedom and Democracy", the next 
chapter, Fromm knocks to pieces the re- 
mainder of our feeble illusions of happiness 
and true individuality, pointing out that wt 
want, not what we really. want, but what 
we are supposed to want. We live mech- 
anically, not spontaneotuly. We are starved 
for life, and the result Is a feeling of doubt, 
helplessness, and futility. 

And then we come to Fromm's proposed 
solution for this tremendous hopelessness 
and futility which is basic to all our pat- 
terns of social and individual unhapplncss 
and negativism. Spontaneity Is the answer. 
We must eliminate the split between reason 
and nature. Simultaneously with a new 
and' rational economic organization, we 
must develop the new individuality, which 
will be organic, ■ and the new ■ stability, 
which will be dynamic. The problem of the 
mean between centralization and decentral- 
ization is a great one, but not too great for 
modern technology to solve. And when 
these alms are reached, we will have positive 
freedom at last— "the spontaneous expres- 
sion of the total, Integrated personality." 

To understand fully what Is meant by 
this "spontaneity", the direct and unwarped 
response of the whole human personality to 
phenomena, one must read the Appendix, 
in which, besides the definition of the 
points on which he differs with the "econ- 
omistle", "psychologistic", and "IdeallsUc" 
approaches, and the theory of his Integra- 
tion of the three, Fromm gives a full ex- 
planation of the role of changes in society, 
in changing through the medium of family 
and education the whole personality struc- 
ture of the child. Thus wc see that for him 
this idea of spontaneous Individualism Is no 
mere vain ideal, but something which will 
be attained, by a logical process of develop- 
ment and adaptation. 

It. may be that some people will find 
this belief an even more "futuristic" one 
than Marx's "classless society". And It is 
certain . that everyone will find at least 
something to disagree with somewhere in 
. tbe book, for there is stuff in it .- to nettle 
subscribers, to both the classical and the 
most modem viewpoints. But that is cer- 
tainly no criticism of the work— on the 
contrary,' it is meant as. praise. For its 
value lies precisely in its bold restatement 
of principles and In the powerful— and at 
least partly successful- attempt which the 
author has made to break down the false 
barriers which have been erected by tradi- 
tion between the various fields of man's 
intellectual activity. This interlocking of 
interpretation, bringing various approaches 
to bear upon a single problem, is what 
makes every line of the book fruitful, leav- 
ing one with material for' thought and 
development of thought, stimulating and 
significant suggestions which should reour 
for years. A_nd In addItioiî',io].the.|àbMlute 



value of the work, it is certainly an en- 
couragement to see that soine people in 
some parts of the world, do not start out 
with^ Mn, , Grundyism and Johnsonianism 
tituiitionàlism for their premises, but begin 
far in advance of the state most of us have 
re'ached, by taking for granted In any culti- 
vated person's background' the knowledge, 
understanding, and acceptapce of at least 
thé basic principles of psychological and 
socioeconomic phenomena. ,

"free enterprise" that we must '-'preserve" at 
all costs?— Where are these "golden opportuni- 
ties'* that our bûslnéss^'mén promise us? 

Do they exist under our system of monopoly 
capitalism, where the development of large 
monopolies gives control over the living stand- 
ards of workers and farmers to the handful 
who dominate these gigantic corporations? The 
answer is obvioiis. Canada has the means of 
maintaining a large population in decency and 
comfort, yet our population is housed In slums 
and shacks and all, except a small minority, 
are living in the shadow of uncertainty and 
fear. Oiir country is rich— our people are poor. 
Everything that makeii Canada rich is owned 
by a tiny fraction of the population. 

The war has strengthened, ' not decreased, 
the power of this small group by driving many 
small firms out o( business and by enabling 
the lorger ones to increase their plant and 
output, often with funds provided' by the stale. 
They even chaff ' at the' very slight controls 
which have been placed upon Industry diurlng 
the war— controls exercisied by these- big bus! 
nessmcn • themselves— and they are already 
campaigning for their removal. They cry out 
for a return to "free enterprise", that is, a 
return to monopoly capitalism grown even 
more monopolistic. The only freedom the people 
of Canada can return to under that system is 
the freedom to unemployment, starvation and 
lack of the necessities of life. 

Why is big business spending thousands of 
their "hard-earned" dollars to finance the cur- 
rent "free enterprise" fiction pervading their 
newspapers, magazines and radio addresses? It 
Is an effort to quieten the rising storm of pro- 
test against their control, to lull the Canadian 
people with sweet promises- of their glorious 
"opportunities" under a system of "individual 
enterprise". To the end that they may con 
tinue to exploit the Canadian people, the rulers 
of our country, have invented the myth of "free 
enterprise" and have unleashed this vicious 
campaign In which they slander tt]e labour 
movement and misrepresent socialism as being 
similar to the fascist systems of the totalitarian 
states of Italy and Germany. 

The Canadian people must not fall into their 
trap— the true issue is whether we shall con- 
tinue to live under a system of monopolistic 
control or whether we shall go forward to i 
period of social security, full employment, adc 
quale incomes for farmer, worker and middle 
class person— a period in which the monopolies 
which control our economy will be curbed— a 
period which ' will' lay the basis for ultimate 
socialism, wherein the people themselves own 
the means of production which they use In the 
interests of the nation as a whole, and in 
which there will be no exploitation of man by 
man. Workingmen,- farmers and middle class 
people must unite to combat the powerful re- 
actionary gang ruling our country and to elect 
a government that truly represents the Can 
adian people. - .' .
